THE GOVERNMENT VIEW. 


We made enquiries to-day 
from the authorities regarding 
the case. of the British 
subject: who was deported 
from Australia to Russia, as to 
whether they acquiesced in his 
deportation. We learnt that his 
case had come before the Police, 
and that it had nothing to 
do with the Government... Hong- 
kong is the place where 
steamer lines change, . and, 
therefore, the Government has 
to handle various passports. The 
authorities have to do this under 
the Passport Regulations, because 
these Regulations do not permit 
people coming here unless the 
visa is in order. In this case, 
it is argued. if was not the 
duty of the Hongkong Govern- 
ment to re-try the" deportee's 
case, As far as the authorities 
here knew, the case was 
properly dealt with by the 
Australian authorities. The de- 
portee could have challenzed the 
deportation order as to whether 
it was constitutional under an 
habeas corpus application. 

It was pointed ont that when @ 
deportee’is forwarded from any 
part of the world, he is_n&t 
allowed.to land here unless ‘his

This is only the second volume 
of annual trade returns published, 
but it marks a distinct improve- 
ment on Jast year's, 

There is no need to go into 
figures too closely, for the grand 
totals spesk for themselves. 
Both quantitics and values are 
shown, but as the figures given 
are io sterling, it is as well to 


rémember that the.rate of ex- 


change in January was 3/4d. and 
tose to over S/0d. by the end of 
the year. ' * 

In the summaries it is shown 
that the total value of imports 
was £90,651,708, of which 
£22,592,820 was treasure. Imports 
from places in the British Empire 
totalled £19,746,010, 
being next with £17,759,011 (of 
which over £9,000,000 wa 
treasure); French Indo-China was 
third with £13,557271; China 
fourth with . £12,580,880; and 
Japan fifth with £9,657,777. As 
compared with 1918 imports 
show. vi increased- value 

30,032,438, .but- in + 
t ie gute Sie basis 
higher exchange. ; 

Exports also show a big in- 
crease. The total value was 
£103,942,934, of which £16,207,858 
was lreasure. Exports to places 
in the. British Empire were 
valued at £18,993,145, whereas 
China absorbed no ‘less 
£52,812,380, over 50 psr cent. of 
the total. To Japan was sent 
goods valuing £9,837,404—more 
than she sent;'to French Indo- 
China went £8,747,845; and the 
United States of America con- 
sumed £4,876,946. .As compared 
with last year the exports show 
an increase value of £34,008,960. 

Taking imports and exports 
together it will be seen that the 
Colony's total trade was of the 
value of £194,594,642, which com- 
pares with £130,553,309, or an 
increase of £64,041,333. In his 
introductory note Commander C. 
W. Beckwith, R.N., the Superin- 
tendent,points out that theamonnt 
of goods entered for local can- 
sumption: is very small indeed 
compared with the volume of 
trade passing through the Port. 
Practically speaking the whole 
trade ig transhiporent with the 
exception of the raw materials 
absorbed by the local industries of 
shipbuilding, cigar and cigarette 
Manufacture, tin and sugar re- 
fining, and rope making. Almost 
the whole of the resulting pro- 
ducts re-exported.

. A special mecting uf the Trades Union Congress assem- 
bled this morning ta. cunsider action to compel adoption of 
rationalisation of the “mines: Mr. Thomas presided over 
between 700 and 800 delegates, representing over 5,000,000 
workers. On a card vote the policy of direct action was re- 
jected by . $,$70,000-1,030,000 votes. Subsequently it was 
Gecided by 3,732,000-1,015,000 votes to-continue political action. 

Mr. Thomas, in his opening speech, referred to the 
instruction. to a previous conference to send delegates ta. 
Russia to investigate conditions there. He stated there had 
‘been some’ difficulty regarding passports but it had been 
found there was a possibility of getting to Russia without 
cbtaining passports direct. Necessary arrangements had now 
been made for a joint delegation with the Labour Party 
Executive. (It is understood the delegation will include 
Mossrs Arthur Henderson, Ramsay Macdonald, Thomas and 
Will ,Thorne.] Adrvocatigg political ‘action Mr. Thomas 
declared personally he had avreal belicf'in the early pos- 
sibility of a Labour Government when ihe Labour Party would 
find itself the guardian of the whole community instead of the 
trustee of a section, The policy of defying those in power 
would be an excuse for retaliation against its sponsors. 

“Mr. Clynes asserted that the man who would most welcome 
direct. action was Mr..Lloyd George. If the Congress 
announced a general ‘strike Mr. Lloyd George would give 
them a general election on conditions which would find their 
class rent in twain while all other clasaes would be united in 
a Sght against what would be regarded as ap aggressive step. » 
The force which direct actionists proposed to employ was 
not a British but a Prussian characteristic. 

The greatest satisfaction at the decisive character of 
to-day’s vote on direct action is widespread among all classes, 
while Labour circles express delight that the issue, definitely 
faced, is finally disposed of as far os organised Trade Union 
movement is concerned.
